Treasury accounts are kept, primarily, by bonds; therefore 
accounts under different bonds of the same accountable officer, and 
under dirferent Superintendents-of the same institution must be kept 
as completely separate, as to both receipts and disbursements (includ- 
ing revenues) as though the accounts were for institutions 1000 miles 
apart. For example, if a Supérintendent collects parting and refin- 
ing charges January Srd, they must be deposited in the Treasury ag 
under the bond then in effect and not under a new bond which may have 
been approved and in offect on the following day. They need not nec- 
essarily be deposited before the now bond becomes effective, but must — 


be accounted for under the old bond. 


; Upon approval of a new bond or the relinguishment of office 
by a retiring Superintendent, all cash or depositary balance belonging 
to the ordinary accounts (including profits}, and all depositary cre-

Accounts under different bonds or of different Superintend- 
ents at the same institution should be separately shown on the books 
of the institution both during and subsequent to their ineuntbencies;

red to a new bond or receipted for by an incoming officer should be
